The weather this weak has beaa eool aad 
delightfol, and in thia reapeet WatUagtoa ia 
like the little girl who 

"When ihe wsi good, the wai very, vervtfood: 
But when the wai bad. »h>- «»» horrid " 

Take tha CapiUl City all in all, if a peraon 
\t not aatiaflad kara he nnat be mighty hard to 

please, indeed. 

La«t Saturdajr afternoon at 5:30 a terrific 
storm swept over thia eitjr aad did an immenta 
amoant of damage and killed aaveral paopla who 
were canght nndar falling walli. There are 
more ih.in 1. %(),(KK) beautiful trees in Washing- 
too's 350 parks, and the wind played havoo 
»ith them. It reqaiied the work of flOO maa 
several daya to remore the fallen treea aad 
the broken limba from the streeta and parka. 
No less than 500 wagon loada of broken limba 
bad to be removed; bat aa tha work ia all ayt- 
temiiad, aad aaeh park haa Ha apaeial eorpa of 
caretakara, it does not take bat a few hoars or 
days to bare everything in perfect shape agaiti. 
Thander storms are fraqnent and severe here 
also, aad daring tba praaa e t nonth wa have 
had two alaetrical atonaa, that for tha real 
thing (|uite equaled anything we have down 
in Did Kentucky. Lightning struck a dozen 
buildingf, including the Capitol and Chase's 
Theater, and in aome portiona of tha oity there 
was almoat apaaieamongthefemlalnaelaMnt. 
While the Btorm was at its height, and the 
rain pouring down in sheets, lightning struck 
the home of an old colored woaMU, partly de- 
mulishad tha baildiag,aad ia oom maaer 
rolled tha oM woman oat ia lha atraata, where 
she laid crying that she had been killed by 
lightning. She was rescued and taken to the 
hospital, where xhe was fonad to be anhort, 
bat nearly drowned by tha rain. It ia strange, 
bat Berertbeteaa true, that lightning seldom 
strikes Washington Uonument and the Dome 
of the Capitol. Both are well protected with 
lightning co^noton aad arraatera, aad np to 
date no aerioua damage haa am been dona to 
them by lightning. A few years ago, light- 
ning !<truck the Washington Uonament when 
there were '^>i people ia tha top, aad only the 
well drilled ooolaaaa of the aen la eharn pre- 
rented a paaia aaong the visitor* that might 
hare reaoltad ia loaa of life. Uowarer, all 
got down to terra flrma ia safety, bat many 
said they thooght their time had

The Potomac river 
is fall of all aorta of eraft, from the big ar- 
mored gunbo.ita and patrol boats of I'ncle 
Sam's Navy to the immenHa three-masted 
schooners, colliers and lumber ships, and hun- 
dreds of large and amall yachta and pleasure 
boats. WaahiagtoB la a tidewater port, bat it 
is 30 milaa dowa the Potomac to salt water. 
Colonial Beach is Washington's Coney Island, 
and its board walk and bathing baaeh ia an 
Atlaatio City ob a smaller scale. 

Aaehored ont in the middle of the Potomac, 
about a mile from Alexandri >, thert- i.s a large 
flat-bottomed boat called tne Art', which is 
ased aa a ganbliag roaort; all kiada of games 
are openly played and liqnora sold. It ia said 
to be beyond the jurisdiction of the laws of 
either Virginia or Maryland, and is wide open 
all day Sonday with a hundred sports constantly 
gambling aad drinking. No liquor ia sold in 
Alezaadria oa Saaday, bat that place is aboot 
as lively an old barg u there is in the Old 
Dominion. There is more commercial busioe'ii 
done in Alexandria than there is in Wuhingtoo.

Therefore 
the Capital City is quite a preqr oM ptaeo dur- 
ing June, July and August. 

Next Monday the 68,000 sohool children of 
Waabiagtoa will bo givea a half holiday to 
wHaeaa Beaehey make Bie tt ar aaeaMiea la hia 
airship. The children will gather at the Monu- 
ment and at 2 o'clock the airship is sofaeduled 
to appear and give an exhiUttaiMd ahwl* the 
Waabiagtoa Monnment. 

Two big thiogs-tbe Rate Bill aad the' Canal 

Bill, are now delaying the adjournment of Con- 
gre»s. 

The HoBse has voted for a lock canal, while 
it is aaid the Senate favors a aaa-level canal. 

In the Hooae, Friday, Congressman Theodore 
Burton of Ohio made an able and lucid argu- 
ment favoring a lock canal. Be illustrated 
bis remarka with aharta, sarraya, proiUee, etc. 
It ia BOW very evident that, as Preaideat Roose- 
velt aad the House fuvor a canal of the lock 
type, this plan will be adopted. In fact the 
President, Secretary Taft and Chief Engineer 
Shouts favor this type, and the work of con- 
stmctiag a look eaaal ia bow ia pw g raaa with 
2o.r>oo men actaal|f at work, 16,000 af whom 
are laborers. 

In his remarks, Mr. Bartoo doelared that a 
lock caaal would require 8 yeara to complete, 
while a sea«level canal eoald not be dng in 16 
years, and would cost $180,0<v\0(V) more than 
a lock canal. In the Culebra cut alone lies 
the cru of the whole thlag. If a lock canal 
is constructed, 67,000,000 cable yards of ma- 
terial will have to be excavated and removed 
from the Culebra cut, while if the sea-level 
plan is adopted 107,000,000 cubic yards will 
have to be excavated at Calebn at a coat of 
about $1.25 per cubic yard. The work of dig- 
ging ia a minor consideration compared with 
the removal of the excavated material. 

Under the lock system, the great Batoum 
dam will form a lake of 104 square miles in
